“The costume appealed to the repre- 
sentative from Leslie’s and in the sub- 
sequent publications containing the ac- 
count of the pageant, Mr. Buchanan, in 
his costume, figured prominently, under 
the caption, ‘Uncle Sam’. The costume 
hit the fancy of the public and im- 
mediately became popular. The next 
issue of the Waverly Magazine showed 
‘ int Buchanan in his costume on the 

title page. Since that time, artists have 
taken liberties in depicting Uncle Sam 
and his wardrobe, but the general idea 
of stripes and spangles, originated by 
Mr. Buchanan, remains unchanged. 

“At his home today, with but nine 


Belnianor Brae, Glasgow, 
M. 20, 1824,-son of John Buchanan 
and Jean Bégg, and was christened 
George Buchanan after a man whose 
lineal descendant he was, who was at 
one time jester to a king of Scotland, 
and who later became one of Scotland’s 
foremost educators.

“One large, muzzle-loading oR ye 
loaded and ‘primed for a salute. hen 
all’ was ready the captain of the vessel 
stretched the cord to the tiny hands of 
Mr. Buchanan, who was in his mother's 
arms. The youngster clutched tightly, 
the mother Prove away, and a loud ex- 
plosion told how the boy, Buchanan, 
had celebrated his first Independence 
day. 
uA year later he enjoyed another un- 
ique distinction, that of being kissed by 
Marquis de Lafayette. It was on July 
25, 1825, Lafayette was a guest at An- 
dover Academy and a big celebration 
was held in his honor. Among the 
thousands that turned out to watch the 
parade and celebration was Mr, and 
Mrs. Buchanan and their jnfant son, 
George. It so happened that one sec- 
tion of the parade came to a temporary 
stop exactly in front of the Buchanan's, 
and Lafayette, leaning out of his open 
barouche, took the infant from the arms 
of his father, laughingly biased him on

MUNICIPAL ECONOMY 
(Contributed) 


At the annual town meeting three 
weeks ago a strong plea was made, be- 
fore the special articles in the warrant 
had been discussed, for economy in town 
affairs and figures were quoted 
showing how near Andover was to the 
danger line. The citizens also saw the 
necessity of retrenchment and as a re- 
sult the amount voted for extra appro- 
priations was the smallest for many 
years. The appeal was made because 
of present financial and _ industrial 
conditions of which Andover workers 
and Andover business men are fully 
cognizant. 

The question which comes before thé 
voters at the special town meeting next 
Wednesday is one on which most citizens 
are agreed, viz.: that it is highly desir- 
able that the sewer extension through 
Abbott and Marland villages be made 
at the earliest possible moment. It does 
not seem, however, that this is the year 
to ask the town of Andover to appro- 
priate $75,000, nor does it appear ad- 
visable to appropriate such an amount 
at a special town meeting. This is said 
with the full understanding of the merits 
of the case, but also with the knowledge 
that business conditions do not warrant 
any extraordinary municipal expendi- 
tures at the present time. Economy in 
town affairs is the watchword all along 
the line and we quote Henry Cabot. 
Lodge in his plea for economy at the 
annual town meeting held in Nahant 
last Saturday. 

“There is great need of practical 
economy in this town,” he said. 
“The valuation of property has 
gone up to an alarming extent in the 
past three years, and this country is 
affected by the, European war and 
other causes that I do not need to 
mention. The United States gov- 
ernment, for. the first time in its 


history, is ts king $200,000,000 in 

direct taxatic;. The burden is on 

rich and poor like. 

“I am not p teaching false econ- 
omy. I believe we should provide 
the means for the protection of our 
lives and property and give our chil- 
dren educational advantages and 
equipment If we increase the tax 
rate of Nahant, we will lose our 
personal ;roperty, which is more 
than half cf our source of tax in- 
come. It is so easy for our wealthy 
men to move their personal property 
out of Nahant and yet retain their 
residence. They can change their 
persona] property into non-taxable 
bonds ur mortgages and pay their 
tax disect to the state. 

“The amount we appropriate for 
general government should not be 
exceeded by any department. The 
selectmen should put a check upon 
the expenditures. 

“The Fourth of July appropria- 
tion, which requests an advance of 
$100, making a total of $500 for this 
year, is a useless expenditure. With 
so many people out of work and so 
many citizens earning half pay or 
less it is not well to spend $500 on 
fireworks. On the strength of this 
I suggest that this appropriation 
be laid over indefinitely. 

“The proposed $5000 for a survey 
of the town could well be put over 
another year, until business condi- 
tions are better.” 

The same is true of Andover and while 
the right of the citizens of Abbott and 
Marland villages for the sewer is not 
denied the voters will do well if next 
Wednesday evening they consider the 
situation in the light of industrial and 
financial conditions with municipal 
economy as the watchword.

(Betts) Frost, wife of the Rev. George 
B. Frost, of this town. Mrs. Frost’s 
childhood and youth were spent in 
Chelsea, Mass., where her winsome per- 
sonality and bright mind made her the 
valued and admired friend of many. 
For seven years she taught with success 
in the Chelsea schools. In 1881 she 
became the wife of George B. Frost, 
then a student in the Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary. During two years in 
Andover at this period, she was actively 
interested in her husband’s Seminary 
work, and took with him many courses 
of lectures which fitted her for the un- 
usual responsibilities of a later period. 

As pastor’s wife, Mrs. Frost was al- 
ways a wise, earnest, sympathetic help- 
meet. Her experience as pastor was en- 
tirely unsought, being forced upon her 
by the-ill health of her husband. In 
1886 she was regularly commissioned by 
the Home Missionary Society to preach 
in Cooperstown, North Dakota, where 
Mr. Frost was then settled. In 1894, 
at the urgent request of the Congrega- 
tional church of Littleton, Mass., Mrs. 
Frost was ordained as its assistant 
pastor, thus being, probably, the first 
woman to be ordained to the Congre- 
gational ministry in New England. The 
year following she was installed as pastor 
of the same church. For six years she 
filled the Littleton Pulpit: with accep- 
tance, finding joy in devoted service. 
At the end of this period, Mr. Frost’s 
health being in a measure restored, Mrs, 
Frost took her place again by his side 
as pastor’s wife, frequently assisting him 
in the pulpit. Wherever she went and 
in whatever capacity she served, the 
influence of her courageous, sincere 
Christian character won friends for the 
Master she served. 

Seven years ago, Mr. Frost’s health 
again having failed, he‘gave up the min- 
istry and moved to his present residence 
on Highland road. During these later 
years Mrs. Frost’s health has been grad- 
ually declining, and on this account she 
has lived in retirement, seldom appear- 
ing in public. Three months ago a 
surgical operation revealed the fact that 
her days on earth were to be few. With 
steadfast faith she unflinchingly faced 
death; and her tranquil acquiescence to 
the Will of God, her cheerful, brave 
serenity as suffering increased and death 
drew daily nearer, were the crowning 
triumph to her beautiful Christian life, 

Mrs. Frost will be mourned by a large 
circle of friends in each of the several 
parishes where she labored. Besides her 
husband she leaves a son, Dr. Eliott 
Park Frost, Professor of Psychology, in 
the University of Tennessee. baded

Before a large and appreciative audi- 
ence, the Andover Choral Society gave 
its fifth annual cantata in the Phillips 
chapel on Tuesday evening. The work 
rendered was ‘Seven Last Words on the 
Cross” by Dubois, and was given under 
the direction of Carl Pfatteicher, as- 
sisted by well known soloists and a 
chorus of 30 voices. Mrs. Frederic G. 
Moore of Andover was the soprano 
soloist and her singing was especially de- 
lightful to her Andover friends. 

The work of the chorus while not as 
smooth as in some of the productions of 
the society, was nevertheless. very 
creditable. The music is not parti- 
cularly difficult but it requires great 
finesse ‘as many of the choruses are 
pianissimo. 

The cantata opens with an intro- 
ductory soprano solo, “O All Ye Who 
Travel Upon the Highway,” which 
was rendered with the proper inter- 
pretation of both words and music by 
Mrs. Frederic G. Moore. This is fol- 
lowed by. the first word: “Father, for- 
give them, for they know not what 
they do,” with baritone and tenor 
solos and a chorus of Jews clamoring 
for the Saviour’s crucifixion. .The 
chorus was well sung with careful at- 
tention to expression especially the 
parts “Be his blood on us and our 
children” in pianissimo and the double 
forte “He is death-guilty.” The best 
work of the evening was done *by the 
society in this chorus. 

The duet for tenor and baritone, 
“Verily thou Shalt be With Me To- 
day in Paradise” was finely’ rendered 
by Arthur Hackett and Walter Kid- 
der, although the latter was suffering 
from a bad cold. The chorus added 
greatly to the beauty of this number in 
the soft tones of ‘Hear, O Lord, Re- 
member Me.” “Stabat Mater,” with 
solo for soprano, tenor and baritone with 
chorus was feelingly rendered and was a 
very effective number. Mr. Kidder ap- 
peared at his best in the fourth word, 
“God, My Father, Why Hast Thou For- 
saken Me?” and he sang this difficult 
solo with fine expression. The chorus 
did notable work in the fifth word, 
“T Am Athirst,” where the Jews taunt 
Christ to save himself and descend from 
the cross.

Czar's Troops Attack Austrians 
With Renewed Vigor. 


TAGKLE THEGARPATHIAN FRONT 


Avalanche of Russians Wil) Mect 
Strong Resistance in Their Effort 
to Overrun Hungary—North Poland 
Will Soon Be Scene of Desperate 
Battle—Peace Rumors From Aus- 
tria—Allies’ Airships Destroy Ger- 
man Submarine Base—Little Doing 
on Western Line—Land Forces Are 
Necessary to Take the Dardanelles 


Russia's supreme attack against 
Avgtria has begun. : 

One Of tue uwivst desperate battles 
of the war in the east is raging along 
the entire western Carpathian front 
from Sandee, below Cracow, to the 
Uzsok pass. Official dispatches in- 
dicate that the Russians, evidently 
stimulated by their great victory at 
Przemysl, have joined into one great 
army the several forces that’have 
been fighting for nearly a month *t 
the various passes, the new united 
front being many miles long. 

Thousands of the Russian soldiers 
released by the fall of Przemysl] are 
hurrying southward to back up the 
army already in the Carpathians, and 
it is estima that within forty-eight 
hours there. will be fully 500,000 01 
the czar’s troops hurling themselves 
toward the plains of Hungary. 

It is apparent that the Austrians. 
knowing that it is only a question of 
time when this avalanche of Russian 
veterans will descend upon them, 
have brought up reinforcements with 
the object of trying to check the 
czar’s forces in the mountains, Fail- 
ing this they face the overrunning of 
Hungary, with Budapest in danger. 

Germans Busy In North Poland 

Simultaneously the Germans have 
started a new offensive in northern 
Poland, evidently with a view to dis- 
tract Russian attention from the 
Austrian frontier as much as pos- 
sible. 

A desperate battle is developing on 
the banks of the Narew and Orzyc 
rivers, just east of the East Prusgian 
frontier, and, according to official 
Petrograd statements, is being most 
bitterly fought. The Germans, it is 
stated, have brought up reinforce- 
ments here at the expense of thei 
other fronts, the new troops pre- 
Bumably having been moved from 
Kast Prussia and from the rigot bank 
of the Vistula. ; 

They are fighting stubbornly,; ana 
even the reports of Grand “Duke 
Nicholas admit that they are pouring 
a deadly fire into the opposing Rus- 
sian forces. New and vigorous coun- 
ter-attacks are being opened, and it 
Is apparent that General von Hinden- 
berg is doing everything in his 
power to counterbalance the blow. to 
the Teutonic allies caused by the loss 
of Przemys!. 

Germans Claim Victory 

Herlfn reports of the fighting here 
pay that in actions northwest of Os- 
trolenka the Germans captured more 
han 2500 Russian prisoners, includ- 
Ing twenty officers, with five ma- 
chine guns. 

‘Berlin also continues to insist that 
the Kussians looted Memel in north- 
ern East Prussia, and says German 
troops have effectually cleared all 
Russians from this section, being as- 
Bisted by German warships in the 
Baltic, which shelled all the roads 
over which the Russians were re- 
treating. : 

One of the most interesting unot- 
ficial developments is the report from 
the Exchange Telegraph’s correspond- 
ent at The Hague saying that he has 
learned through - diplomatic sources 
that Austria is endeavorng to arrange 
& separate peace through the Vatican. 

It is only a report. While it is 
believed this will be true a little 
later, as the Hapsburg dynasty seeks 
to save its dual kingdom, it is not 
yet quite ready. 

German Base Destroyed 

The British admiralty made the an- 
nouncement that a British air raid on 
Hoboken, three miles outside of Ant- 
werp, had caused destruction of the 
German submarine base at that 
point. Five aviators’ started from 
Dunkirk, but only two of them 
reached the goal, two turning back 
on ‘account of thick weather, and a 
third being compelled by engine 
trouble to Jand in Holland, where he 
was interned. 

On the western line events have 
not been ab indant nor important, fol- 
lowing the habit of the last few days. 
The most serious fighting apparently 
wag in the vicinity of Hartsmanns- 
weller Kopt in Alsace, where potn 
Bides claim the advantage. 

in Champagne there were some ar- 
tillery duels and on the extreme 
western end of the line the Beigians 
are reported to have again advanced 
on the right bank of the Yéer. Along 
mu¢h of this western line the spring 
Boods may be expected to seriously 
interfere with the fighting for the 
next two or three weekg. 

Witnesses of the desperate attempt 
of the fleet of the allies last week to 
smash its way through the straits into 
the Sea of Marmora are of the opin- 
fon that the ‘oreing of the Darda- 
nelles with. ut the aid of land forces 
is tmpossibie.

Consequently it 1s expected that the 
allies will endeavor to land troops for 
a second time on the peninsula of 
Gallipoli to co-operate with the fleet, 
which has renewed the bombardment 
of the forts, 

The giant superdreadnought Queen 
Klizabeth again steamed into the 
channel, accompanied by other bat- 
tleships and by a_ fieet of mine 
sweepers, and from time to time dis- 
charged shots from her big 15-inch 
guns. Bad weather forced an early 
suspension of the operations. Thus 
far the damage to the forts has not 
beeen great. 

The resumption of activities was 
the first definite action on the part 
of the fleet since the sinking of the 
Bouvet and two British battleships 
last week. 

Many Ships Crippled 

In addijion to the ships lost, sev- 
eral others were severely crippled by 
the accurate fire of the forts. On2 
torpedo boat destroyer was sent to 
the bottom with tho threo~battie- 
snips, and it is reported that three 
torpedo boats went as well. A bat- 
tleship which managed to escape was 
80 badly riddled by the fire from the 
shore batteries that it was left almost 
in a sinking condition. ; 

Throughout the action the Turkish 
troops acquitted themselves splendid - 
ly. Exploding shells at times threw 
earth and debris from the. fortitica- 
tions over the men, almost burying 
them, but they maintained their posi- 
tions. 


SUNK BY TURKISH MINES 


Three Battleships of Allies Are Lost 
In the Dardanelles 

The British battleships Irresistible 
and Ocean, and the French battleship 
Bouvet were blown up by floating 
mines while engaged with the remain- 
der of the allied fleet in attacking the! 
forts in the narrows of the Darda- 
nelles. 

The crews of the two British ships 
were virtually all saved, having been 
transferred to other ships under a hot 
fire, but an internal explosion took 
place on board the Bonvet after she 
had fouled the mine and most of her 
crew was lost. The Bouvet -sank 
within three minutes of the time that 
she hit the mine. 

The waters in which the ships were 
lost had been swept of mines, but the 
British admiralty assert that the Turks 
and the Germans set floating contain- 
ers of explosives adrift, and these 
were carricd down by the current to 
the allied ships gathered inside the 
entrance of the straits. 

All the ships sunk were old, the 
Bouvet having beeen completed near-

DEATH, RUINS 
AND DISEAESE 


What Russians Found on En- 
tering Galician Stronghold 


DEFENDERS ALMOST STARVED 


Dally Revolts, For Week Previous to 
Surrender of Przemysi—Failure of 
Final Sortie After Fruitless Efforts 
to Conduct Negotiations Allowing 
Austrians to Capitulate 


A dispatch from Lemburg says: 
Mutiny, starvation and disease made 
Przemysl an inferno of terror during 
the last week’ that it was under Aus- 
trian control. 

Now that it is occupied by General 
Saliwamoff’s Russian forces, it is pos- 
sible to give some details of condi- 
tions that prevailed in the fallen 
Galician stronghold immediately prior 
to the surrender of General von Kus- 
Manek, commander of the Austrian 
‘garrison. 

For three days beginning last 
Thursday, the Austrian commander 
conducted negotiations with the Rus- 
sian commander in an effort to se- 
eure terms which would allow his 
army to capitulate, but these broke 
down to Sunday, when it was decided 
to make a final sortie in an effort to 
cut a path through the Russian ring 
of steel. 

During the last week of Austrian 
occupation revolts were daily occur- 
rences. The half-starved soldiers re- 


‘fused to obey the commands of their 


Officers and there is evidence that 
more than one Austrian officer was 
shot in the back by his dissatistied 
troops. : 

Just before the final sortie was 
made von Kusmanek ordered all the 
remaining supply of food to-be dealt 
out and the last of the warm cloth- 
ing distributed. 

There was a double object in this. 
Kirst,.the Austrian leader- hoped to 
save as many of his troopa as pos- 
sible by breaching the Russian lines 
and the food would be necessary to 
sustain the men on their march to join 
the Austrian army in the Carpathians; 
second, the dole of food and clothing 
was designed as a peace Offering to 
placate the men. 

Officers were instructed to explain 
to the troops that if they returned to 
the fortress an inglorious fate awaited 
them, and consequently they must 
pierce the Russian front at any cost. 

The easterly direction was chosen 
for the sortie as the line of least re- 
sistance as well ag because’ it led to 
the district where the Russiafis had 
large stores of arms and ammunition. 

More than 20,000 men were ordered 
to participate in the sortie, but sev- 
eral units refused’ to move despite 
the urgings of the commanders. Only 
the Twenty-Third Honved division 
and some parts of the Eighty-Fiftn 
landwehr and Fourth Hussars took an 
active part. They were promptly and 
decisively defeated. 

An official Austrian communication 
states that the garrison returned to 
Przemysl because it encountered over- 
whelming Russian forces. The total 
humber of the captured garrison ex- 
Geeded Kussian expectations. 

When the Russiang entered Prze- 
mysl they found it a city of death, 
disegse and ruins. All the horses ex- 
cept those owned by army officers had 
been killed for food. Foul water had 
caused an outbreak of typhoid fever. 
The hospitals were full o1. sick, 
wounded and dying. 

'The streets of the suburbs were 
ridged with mounds where dead sol- 
diers had been buried. The great 
forts were masges of wreckage, hav- 
ing been dynamited on orders of von 
Kusmanek. 

Although the victory was a big one, 
it had cost the Russians dearly. it 
is estimated that 150,000 Russians 
were killed and wounded during the 
months that the slege was on. Not 
only were many Russians killed by 
the efficient fire of the Austrian gun- 


‘Rers, but the flerce sorties where at- 
| tacker and defender fought at hand to 


hand resulted in heavy casualties. 
Toward the last the Austrians grew 
Pprogidal of ammunition and decided 


ito pasten it by expending all their 


ammunition in one great burst of can- 
nonading.

Bees are useful not only for storing u | 


to produce seed and fruit. We all know | 
no seed, 


the work; it has to come from another 

. A few plants, such as the pine- 
tree, the corn, and the and 
other plants that cause hay fever, de- 
pend on the wind to carry their pollen; 
but the great majority, including prac- 
tically all that have blossoms that are 
handsome or fragrant, depend on insects. 
The insects come for the honey in the 
flower (or sometimes for the pollen it- 
self, which forms an i part of 
the food which bees give to their young) 
and part of the pollen sticks to them and 
is carried to the next flower, where it 
sticks to the pistil. That makes the 
fruit set. Greenhouse men,'if they want 
to raise a greenhouse full of cucumbers 
or tomatoes in winter, have to keep a 
hive of bees in the greenhouse. There 
is a case on record where a man noticed 
that while a certain apple-tree was in 
bloom the wind kept blowing from one 
side, so that the bees were blown away 
from that side and worked only on the 
other side of the tree; when fall came, 
the side of the tree that had ‘had the 
bees was full of fruit, the other side was 
empty. Red clover blossoms are too 
deep for the honey-bees to reach the 
honey in them unless the flower is 
dwarfed by drought; hence, when the | 
settlers in Australia began raising red | 
clover, it would not bear seed for them 
till they sent home to England and had 
bumblebees brought to Australia and 
turned loose there; since then the red 
clover fields of Australia are able to 
keep themselves up without importing 
European seed. Unluckily the Austral- 
ians did not at that time know that 
there are two kinds of bumblebees, one } 
that goes in at, the front door of the 
clover blossom like an honest man, the 
other a thievish fellow that bites a hole 
in the side of the blossom and sucks out 
the honey that way without going near 
the pollen; and they brought both kinds 
to Australia, when they might better 
have brought only the honest kind. 
However, the Australian clover is no 
worse off in that respect than the clover 
at home in England. 

Most flowers, as everybody can see, 
are visited by various insects. A few are - 
built to be served by- one sort of insect 
only. When Darwin published his book 
on the relations of moths to orchids. a 
smart man in Madagascar wrote to him, 
“*Here in Madagascar we have an orchid 
with a honey-tube eleven inches deep. 
If your theory were right, there would | 
have to be a moth with a proboscis 
eleven inches long to suck that honey.” 
Darwin wrote back, “The fact that there 
is in Madagascar an orchid with a honey- 
tube eleven inches deep proves that there 
is a moth there with a proboscis eleven 
inches long, even though no such moth 
has yet been found.” A few years later 
a naturalist in Madagascar caught a 
moth of a kind that had never been 
caught before, and when he unrolled its 
proboscis the thing measured eleven 
inches. But these one-insect flowers are . 
not the usual thing; most flowers can | 
be fertilized by many insects. 

Nevertheless the honey-bee does far | 
more service along this line to most of 
the flowers it visits than does any other 
creature. In the first place, it visits 
them more, since it has to get honey not 
only for itself but for its young (let alone 
the bee-keeper’s tricks to make it get a 
lot of extra honey for him); and in the 
second place, the wasps and bumble- 
bees, and I think most of the moths and 
butterflies, go from flower to flower re- 
gardless of sort, so that a great part of 
their pollen gets carried to the wrong 
place, but the honey-bee goes from one 
flower to another of the same sort, so 
as to keep one kind of honey together, 
and thus the pollen is carried to the 
kind of flower. that can use it. 

Now the. throwing of any poisonous 
spray into a honey-bearing blossom is 
bad for this whole business. In the 
first place it is likely to poison the deli- 
cate stigma and pollen of the flower it- 
self. In the second place, it poisons the 
insects that eat the honey. Whatever 
the insect may be, if it is helping that 
flower to set fruit or seed it gets pois- 
oned; the only insects that do not. get 
poisoned are the ones that do not help 
flowers. In the third place, if the insect 
is a honey-bee or bumblebee, you poison 
not only that one insect but also the 
young ones at home to which it carries 
home the honey. If you do not ‘also 
poison the man who some day eats 
honey from that hive, it is only because 
the bees die off too fast to lay up so 
much of the poisoned honey as would 
give the bee-keeper anything to sell. 

The “Long Island. Agronomist” has 
for years been advising the farmers and 
gardeners of Long Island to spray, spray, 
spray, the ‘more thoroughly the better; 
and even when the spray was only for 

disease and not for insects it has re- 
commended them to use pyrox (a spray 
which poisons insects besides giving such 
protection as is possible against disease) 
in order to kill at the same time what 
ever bugs might be around. Last fall 
the “‘Agronomist” was complaining that 
the Long Island cucumber crop for 1914 
was forty per cent short, and it said the 
reason was that there seemed to be no 
honey-bees or bumblebees, and very few 
of the wasps and solitary bees, so that 
the cucumbers did not set.
